Reform By a Decisive Vote, Conces 
sion Being Made to ihe Smaller 
Counties—New Bills in the Upper 
Branch—Legislative Proceedings. 


Columbus, O , March 1." —By a vote 


of UC to 10 Ihr sonate passed the Jones 
bill providing: for munlcip.il lofal op- 
turn by petition instead of election. 
The measuie was put through prac- 
tically as it-ported 
by the 
senate 


temperance conimUtee. Those voting 
:i-j;:itnst tho bill •wore Senators Arbenz, 
Espy, Cayman. Hufner, Harper, Hnff- 
iinti, Laninon, Pollock, Schmidt and 
Ward. Senator Mather of Akron was 
absent. 
The 
remaining 2(i senators 


•voted for the bill, and when the roll 
call befitm there was no question of 
tho result. 


The .lones bill provides that upon 


pi.sontatlon of u petition slprned b> a 
majority of the qualified electors in 
nriv residence district the mayor or 
ct/mmon pleas judge mny order the 
olo.ilng of all saloons In such district 
nfter 30 days. In two yours a petition 
may be offered for the sale of liquor 
in such district. 
Wbcio a wot peti- 


tion obtains u dry potitlou may not tin 


circulated for "two"years. 'No person 
who has signed a petition may with- 
draw hia name from a petition after 
filing unless he cun prove that the 
signature was secured by misrepre- 
sentation. No names may be added 
to a petition after it is filed. The bill 
is different from the llnmnock law in 
that it provides that the maximum 
size of a district is 5,000 voters.

amendment, inwerted by the senate 
temperance committee which makes 
it an offense to hilbe, boycott or intim- 
idate, any one to S>IKTI n petition. 


Bills passed by senate: 
S. B, Mr. 


Brandt, givlnp; Chnutnuqua assemblies, 
etc., the right to police their own 
grounds; S B., Mr. Williams, amend 
ing the code, to iinnnge the election 
of counctlmeu to conform to the bien- 
nial election amendment. 


Hepiesentative

Appropriation bill currying more thnn 
five millions, was passed by tho bouse, 


as was the Spanglev house" bill, to au- 
thorize township trustees to appoint 
inspectors of ditches and drains. 


Compulsory Primaries, 


The house of representatives by a 


rote of 7S to 24 passed the Bronson 
hcuse bill regulating the conduct of 
primary elections. An amendment of- 
fered by Mr. McCord. providing that 
the law shall not §o Into effect \mtil 
October 20, was adopted, so that no 
candidates this year aie affected. The 
bill, among other things,'provides for 
compulsory primaries, for city and 
county offices in May and state offi- 
cers in September, there being but one 
primary a year, All county and city 
officers are to be voted for directly 
at primaries, as well us delegates to 
congrcssianal, judicial and state con- 
ventions, which luttfr make their own 
nominations. 


A concession to the smaller counties 


was made by the author to allay ob- 
jection in some, of the small counties 
to the expense of primaries. 
This 


was in the shape of an amendment 
which requires candidates for county 
and municipal nimimittons to pay $10 
to the county treasurer to help defray 
the cowt of the primaries.

installed; Mr. Ward, fixing the charge 
for publishing the letiulred insurance 
statements in newspapers at J3; "Mr.

SOFT COAL STRIKE WILL 


PROBABLY BE AVERTED 


Miners and Employers LiKely to Agree 


on Restoration of 1904 Scale. 


Illinois Operators Lag.—Must Come to Time or 


Fight Alone; Anthracite Situation is Acute. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 15.— | 


Indications in the miners' situation i 
are that the operators and miners of j 
the bituminous fields will agree on 
the restoration of the 1904 scale. 
If 


th« Illinois operators refuse to grant 


incrtiase the operators of Indiana, 


Ohio and Western Pennsylvania will 
let them fight out their own salva- 
tion. 


The anthracite situation is acute, 


but nothing definite regarding tlie 
operators' answer will fie done until 
next Tuesday, when, it is expected, 
the bituminous scale will be out of 
the way. 


At the first pwteo offering the min- 


ers convention will rescind the Ryan 
resolution and thus pave the way to 
a joint conference. President Mitch- 
ell will recommend that in the inter- 
est of peace substantial concessions 
should he made. 


Peace For Soft Coal Men. 


{AH factions of the miners will go 


into the eonventoia as a nait and 
President Mitchell will 
nrga that 


harmony continue the 
entire 
ses- 


sions. Vice President T,. L. Lewis 
has also declared in favor o£ a unit- 
ed convention. 


While the coal dealers of Indian- 


apolis wore posting notices oE an ad- 
vance in bituminous'coal of 25 to 50 
cents a ton the 1,000 delegates to the 
miners' convention widen opens nere 
tomorrow, were congratulating them- 
selves that all indlcai ions pointed to 
peace in tire bltnmlnatwiaistricts. 


The. fear of a strike in the anthra- 


eite fields became more pronounced, 
however, and unless something un- 


forseen occurs the miners In that 
region will walk out April 1. 


Delegates from every district ex- 


cept Illinois reported that the oper- 
ators were willing to grant an In- 
crease in wages equal to the reduc- 
tion two years ago. The miners ask- 
ed for 12Vi per cent. But it has al- 
ways been the clafnT~of the miner 
that he was ready for~a compromise. 


Illinois Holding the Bag. 


A number of operators who are 


here state that if the Illinois opera- 
tors stand on their dignity and bolt 
the joint convection of.operators that 
all the other states will make agree- 
ments with the miners and let Illi- 
nois bring on a strike in that state. 


The operators" convention to be 


held hero next Monday will be the 
largest in the history of the inter- 
state movement. Besides the 
four 


competitive states, Michigan, 
Iowa, 


Kentucky and the coal states of the 
Southwest will be represented. The 
operators wfll meet ^vith a surprise 
for which they are not looking. Ev- 
ery faction of tlie miners has buried 
the hatelvet aud when the convention 
opens they will act on all questions 
as a unit. 
Nothing that Is likely to 


create discord wil be brought dip in 
the convention.

hirds of ail the members elected 
thereto concurring. 


Section 1.—That it Is deemed nec- 


assary by the council of the city of 
Lima, Ohio, to issue and sell bonds 
of said city in the sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars for the purpose o!
